Among the arguments for the 
ul)olilion of tlie requirement was 
the fact that it is essentially un- 
democratic, in that it prevents a 
large proportion of students 
from applying for various cxc- . 
vutive posts. 

Abolisliiiig the requirement 
would not mean that academic 
failure among campus executives 
will increase, said Enn Itund- 
sepp, Executive Applications Di- 
rector. 

Ilaudsepp, who initiated the 
motion, stressed the fact that it 
is based un the principle of 
"selective democracy". While a 
larger number of students would 
bi^.'ome eligible for office the 
criteria for selection would re- 
main the sanie. Council would 
still be required to interview 
applicants and ratily appoinl- 
ments, giving it an effective veto 
in all cases where the candida- 
te's academic stability and exe- 
cutive qualities do not measure 
up. 

Other arguments against the 
65 per cent rule centred around 
the fact that many students now 



holding' executive pasts liavo 
less than the rei|uircd minimum 
b;it have obtained letters from 
the Deans of their faculties per- 
mitting them to run. In many 
eases, liad the letters not hcsn 
forthcoming, the posts might 
have remained vacant or been 
filled with less qualified per- 
sons.

Admitting she was an Ameri- 
can citizen and a Coldwaler sup- 
porter, she said "I don'l see what 
niy politics have In do with the 
way I run the residence". 

Heaetion from student leaders 
was swifl and direct. 

Student council president Oli- 
via Uarr said, "Who a student 
dates is liis or her personal busi- 
ness. I am shocked that such a 
tiling should have happened".

The University's Church of 
England chaplain violently op- 
posed the decision saying it was 
an "appalling case of paternal- 
ism" and that .such a facility is 
"*.uite out of place on a univer- 
sity campus."

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An Impressive Report 

The report of the Parent Commisircn on Edu- 
cation, presented last week, is probably the first 
document in Quebec's history to undertake a broad- 
gauge survey of the educational system, Its needs 
and prospects. The four hundred and four pages 
and one. hundred and ninely-two recommendations 
cover the field from kindergarten to graduate 
school. On the whole they seem to us to represent 
a reasonable and constructive approach to a topic 
whose vltal importance is exceeded only by its po* 
tentlal as a source of controversy. 

In particular the sections dealing with uni- 
versity education reflect on appreciation of the di- 
rection which the higher levels of instruction should 
take If they are to meet the needs of our society. 
The pbticy o^tjolesale decentralization, which hat 
led to a prollferolton of dubious "universities" In 
some of our other provinces, is rejected by the Com- 
mission. All insliiutions other than the existing 
major ones — McGtIi, Montreal and Laval, would 
be expected to confine their activities to fhe bo- 
chelor's degree level, which must .assume for this 
generation almost the role. occupied;jhtrty...year> 
ago by the high school. Spectallzed;' prafessional 
and post-graduate instruction, requiring increasing- 
ly expensive research facilities ond. well-qualified 
staff, can only be effectively'provided by. the large 
institutions. - 



The report also intends to take the pressure off 
the "big three" in providing classroom space at the 
uridergraducile level. The first means to this end 
would be the provision of "limited charter" univisr- 
sities including,' for greater certainly but'not so'ai 
to restrict the generality thereof, Sherbrooke, 
Bishop's, Sir George Williams, and a new one to 
be formed from the swarm of English-language 
Catholic institutions in the Montreal area. An addi- 
tional- French-language institution is proposed for 
the Montreal area. . ...^^^^-s;." 

In addition, the iTnlverstlies;' by which are pre- 
sumably meant only the three major ones, would 
be able to decentralize their- undergraduate instruc- 
tion on a geographical basis. This will apply only 
to the first two years of the degree course, and 
should have the effect of taking pressure off the 
. major-campus as well as reducing the expenses of 
students in outlying areas. 

Another proposal, and a good one, is to lake 
the universities out of the business of providing 
what is essentially inslruction at the. senior matric- 
ulation level. Our present first year B.A. or B.Sc. 
course is simply a waste of, the lime of teaching 
pérsonnel, and from society's point of view con- 
stitutes the most expensive' way of attaining its 
purpose. 

This proposal, is tied to a more dubious one 
for the total reorganization of the high-school sys- 
tem, addltig lwp;xear( to the existing junior malrlc- 



ulotlon program, fojlowed by three or four years 
at university (presumably four in the case of 
honours degrees, which require an additional yeof 
in most of thé other provinces). The effect' of this, 
as simple arithmetic reveals, is to odd another year 
to the time involved in reaching the. bachelor's de- 
gree level, on Innovation which serves no useful 
purpose unless significant additions to th4\ curri- 
culum are planned. Otherwise) as the soyinJ goes, 
the work will expand lo fill'the lime.availaf<!v-. 

The report's recommendalibns^w6uld<have the 
effect of reducing the - differences whjch now exist 
between the French and English language systems 
within ihe province, and this could have the desir- 
able effect of encouraging more members of both 
groups to attend a university in the other language. 

Another significant proposal is the formation 
of a quasi-judicial -commission' to • distribute pro- 
vincial funds among the various private Institu- 
tions. To dntictpate obvious political pressures, it 
might be desirable to ensure a minimum statutory 
representation on this body for the linguistic 'mi- 
noFÎIy. K 

Among other .suggetliont worthy of mention 
are Improved facilities^ for training university 
teachers 'within Ihe province, the granting to the 
universities of scholarships lb be awarded by them- 
selves (this would presumably replace the present 
system whereby all applications are processed by 
the Department of Education at Quebec City) and 
the improvement of university libraries. It. is also 
suggested that university libraries co-operate' and 
to some extent, pool their resources to assure all 
students the fullest possible access to their facilities. 

We must however take exception to the re- 
markoble assumption that English language uni- 
versity enrolment is to remain static throughout the 
decade, an ossumption which takes account neither 
of normal population growth, the . Increased social 
pressures towards higher educational attainment 
at all classes of society, or McGIII's unique role in 
allracling students from outside of Canada. It 
would be tragic if the last factor were forgotten, 
as It already has been by some chauvinistic eie< 
ments. 

On the whole, however, the Commission must 
be congratulated on on Impressive effort, which 
should go far- in improving the status of Quebec 
education.

Ihe Case For 



Non-Confessional Schools 

Public school education in Quebec is sadly lacking in quality. 
The low level of curriculum, the poor calibre of teachers and the 
widespread use of antiquated teaching methods are only some of 
the more obvious defects. But what seems to be a very fundamental 
fault of the English language public schools in Quebec is their 
religious character. Let me say, immediately, that I do not wish 
to imply that religion In the schools is the cause of education ills, 
nor that secularization of (he Protestant School Board would solve 
all our troubles. Before much work can be done on improving the 
quality of our public school education, its religious nature must be 
eliminated. The defense of this view is not anti-religious in any 
way. It is based' purely on a very fundamental principle of 
democracy: respect of individual and minority rights. : 

To impose the tiiachlng of Protestant Christianity of all children 
regardless of whether these, children are : Protestant or not is 
unfair. Even token religious Instrùctlbn^'^aii few, « hymns,' prayers, 
and Bible readings create for the noïi^^hristlan '^'somewhat alien 
and at times even unpleasant atmosphere. 

Worse still, our school system presents a threat to the develop- 
ment of minority cultures in Quebec. I choose the example of 
Jewish students in Protestant schools because it serves as a good 
illustration. In Quebec, Jews are denied public school education 
of a Jewish character and must accept one that is Christian in 
nature. How is Jewish culture to develop under these conditions? 
The solution is NOT to form a Jewish School Panel. This is still 
unfair to English-speaking Catholics, Buddhists, atheists, etc. The 
solution is NOT to provide separate classes of religious instruction 
to children of different faiths. This is not only impracticable but 
encourages rcligioqs division among children. The only satisfactory 
solution that would not infringe on 'minority rights is to refrain 
altogether from teaching religion. Of course, if some parents prefer 
their children to have religious education they are free to make 
any arrangements they please privately. But to discriminate by 
providing free religious education for some faiths only, to impose 
religion on those who do not want it and to encourage division 
among children of different religious and ethnic background, is 
very wrong. Religion .should not be taught in the schools. 

Teachers are selected on the basis of whether or not they are 
of the correct religious faith. Administrators must be Protestants. 
Catholics and atheists must lie if they want to teach in the only 
English-speaking ' public school system. The fluent French-speaking 
Catholics cannot teach in our schools. In short, talent is wasted 
and. lost because our antiquated school systems use religious criteria 
for. seleecting students, teachers and administrators. 

Bccognizing the need for a progressive change, concerned 
parents have recently formed a Committeo for Neutral Public 
Schools in Quebec. Their manifesto is reprinted elsewhere on 
this page.
